In -the past many students have 
delayed placing their orders for 
an Annual and were disappointed 
when they couldn't obtain one la- 
ter Students may order "Old Mc- 
Gill GO" from the Annual's sales 
girls who can be identified pn cam- 
pus by their badge, and from 
George at the Tuck Shop. 

In the past few years, less than 
15% of the student body have 
bought Annuals. "Surely the" rea- 
son for this is not the price." com- 
mented an Annual spokesman.' "A 
single copy- costs the Annual 13 to 
publish and is made available for 
(i5. This seems quite reasonable." 
This year's Annual will run to 
389 pages and will contain five to 
six hundred pictures. It will fea- 
ture all the highlights of the school 
year, including registration, Fresh- 
men Reception, Carnival Weekend, 
Red and White Revue, football 
weekends, formais and dances, 
athletics, and all other aspects ol 
campus life. 

Once again, several color pop 
traits of the campus will be in- 
cluded. Along with these, color 
pictures of the water show, foot- 
ball games, and the residences will 
be featured. 

The cover has been given special 
emphasis and the first padded co- 
ver in the Annual's history has 
been one result. Ellen Rosenbaum, 
the art editor of the Annual, has 
designed a cover with red and 
white lettering and a metallic sil- 
ver crest. 

The sales campaign held during 
the first term resulted in the sale 
of .950 copies in one week, as com- 
pared to 700 copies sold in the 



same period last year. The num- 
ber of salesgirls has been reduced 
from 50 last year to 40 this year 



to increase efficiency. The staff of 
the Annual numbers 20 people, all 
of whom are students.

The Commerce election is being 
re-held because the November 
election was declared invalid by 
the SEC after a protest was lodg- 
ed by the defeated candidate. As 
a result the election regulations 
havo been tightened in order to 
prevent further irregularities. 
The Architecture election is 
merely a run-off vote between 
two candidates who tied in No- 
vember. 

COMMERCE POLLING 
Polling in Commerce will take 
place in the Arts Building Foyer 
between 0 am and 4 pm. Archi- 
tecture voting be held from 8:45 
am to 4 pm in tho lobby of the 
McConncll Engineering Building 
near the Architecture wing. 

Students wishing to vote must 
now present their identity cards, 
have their names checked against 
tho university registration list, 
and sign their names in a book 
provided. Previously, voters had 
only to produce their student 
cards which were stamped after 
the voting. This system permitted 
"proxy voting" which will not 
be tolerated at this election. 

The new rules were drawn up 
especially for today's vote by a 
committee comprising. Green- 
wood and Students' Society Pre- 
sident Bryce Weir, under au- 
thorization from the Students' 
Executive CounciL Tighter rules 
will be enforced from now on, 
with a final set of regulations 
to be approved by the SEC and 
Incorporated in the. by-laws of 
the CounciL In addition, they will 
be published yearly in the Hand- 
book. 

Other regulations to be enfor- 
ced today are following: Only 
ballots marked with an "X" 
will be accepted as valid. In the 
past, ballots which were checked 
or otherwise marked were some-. 



times accepted. All ballots must 
be initialled by the deputy re- 
turning officer in charge of tho 
poll, although ballots not thus 
initialled may be declared valid 
if there is no discrepancy bet- 
ween the number of ballots in tho 
box and the number of persons 
checked off on the list as having 
voted as well as having signed 
the book. 

The official result will be read 
verbally by the Chief Returning 
Officer immediately following 
the count, to any interested par- 
ties awaiting the result outside 
the room in which the ballots 
will be counted. This will bo 
considered the final, official tally 
and will be transmitted to tho 
Secretary of the Students' Socio- 
ty as such. Protests will be allow- 
ed any time up to seven days 
after the election.

Parliament Defeats Common 

Citizenship Plan

The Progressive Conservative 
Party of the Model Parliament 
culled from politicians of Mon- 
treal's five Universities, were 
defeated last night in a move to 
make all citizens of the Common- 
wealth citizens of Canada. 

The defeat was registered at 
the close of the annual Model 
Parliament session at City Hall 
last night The Hon. Frank Mc- 
Gee, Conservative MP from York- 
Scarborough acted very compet- 
ently as speaker of the house. 
Heading the parties were : Con- 
servative, Bob Amaron of Mc- 
Gill; Liberals, Martin Aster of 
SGWU; CCF, Danny Trevlck of 
McGill; Neo-Radical, Peter Lun-

GENERAL PREAMBLE 

Sam Onackry, the Minister of 
immigration, tabled the major 
bill and executed the first read- 
ing. Orders of the day were call- 
ed for by the speaker after he 
had announced that It was most 
irregular for all members to have 
a copy of the bill before it was 
tabled.

Aster, of the Liberals demand- 
ed that the unemployment situa- 
tion be brought up. 

Situations in the senate, pro- 
duction of hogs, immigration and 
fishing limits around Iceland 
were debated in the preliminary 
discussions. 

. BIO BILL DISCUSSED 

At the 'suggestion of the speak- 
er, the house began to focus their 
attention on the main issue of the 
day. Onackry commenced to em- 
phasize the good features of his 
citizenship MIL "It is necessary 
for all Commonwealth countries 
to have one citizenship . . . Other 
countries look to C a n a d a to 
begin ... If we could pool 



our resources, form free trade 
areas, all countries would gain". 

The liberals claimed this would 
infringe on the rights of other 
nations. External Affairs Minis- 
ter Bennett announced that he 
had no time "to go i into detail", 
but would tell more, about the 
proposed legislation. He said 
that passing this bill would allow 
more immigration into Canada, 
thus solving the population pro- 
blem of other nations. 
- Following this the CCF party 
announced that it was for "World 
Citizenship". 

' BIRTH CONTROL 

Cohen of the Neo-Rads brought 
in a lengthy proposal < of devel- 
oping a "card system'*, a sort of 
permit to raise children. Each 
person would get one at birth 
and it entitled him to one child. 

Each couple would be allowed 
two. children and if ono did not 
marry then transfer of the card 
to a relative would be permissa- 
ble. After the -speaker rejected 
the issue because it was irrele- 
vant to the legislation being dis- 
cussed, John Cote of the govern- 
ment stressed, ''We have confron- 
ted expanding - population and 
extreme mal-distributlon of natu- 
ral resources . . . The Liberals

PC'S DEFEATED 

Bob Amaron closed procee- 
dings. Again he expressed that 
the unemployment situation was 
not too bad. It was produced by 
bad distribution of population. 
Not enough people dwell in the 
north land- so no labourers are 
needed there. He finished with a 
plea that we should "open our 
gates to the world and allow all 
people of the Commonwealth re- 
gardless of race or creed Into 
Canada. 

Due to the late hour, debate 
was halted and a vote called. The 
citizenship bill was defeated 37- 
29 with three abstentions.

Pooling Our Resources 

' We were surprised to hear the other day that the 
new RVC swimming pool (for women only) was not 
being used to any great extent by non-resident students. 
Reading the Daily over a breakfast of coffee and toast 
we chanced to see the following in the women's sports 
column "For the Femmes" : 

"One of the main objectives of the RVC swimming 
pool is to bring resident and non-resident students 
together in a social atmosphere. Unfortunately, this 
very reasonable attitude is far from being fulfilled. The 
vast majority of students using the pool are the RVC 
students who, through no fault of their own, are making 
their 'home* a cozier, and more equipped one." 

We asked one of our RVC resident friends about it. 
She concurred with the Women's Sports Editor but added 
more, "I don't think there are ever more than six girls 
in the pool at once. Even the resident girls really don't 
take advantage of it," We then recalled an editorial in 
the Daily during our freshman, year entitled "anti-pool". 
The general consensus of the Daily editor of that time, 
if we can judge correctly from our files, was that added 
recreational facilities at RVC could do no harm. In fac 
they would be a definite asset to Royal Victoria College. 
But the editorial went on to point out that there were 
other facilities which were needed much more than the 
luxury of a second swimming pool at McGill. In regards 
to the fact that the money for the pool had been donated 
specifically for that purpose, the Daily commented : 

"If the money donated has. been specifically given 
for a swimming pool and gymnasium, then it would be 
stupid to refuse it, and dishonest to use it in any other . 
way. But surely a word of explanation to the generous 
donor about the more pressing needs of RVC might 
-enable this gift of money to be used where it would do 
most good at the present time." 

In view of the apparent lack of use of the recently ' 
opened RVC swimming pool we can well regret that the 
university waa'unable or unwilling'to persuade the donor 
to contribute "his -money to some more pressing caused 
Herfe/we are vvtth lack of jnoney possibly the only thing 
blocking construction of a new students' centre, the 
proposed Biology Buildipg extension, a new Medical" 
Sciences Biding, and new residence facilities while a 
costly luxury remains" almost idle. • . '

AUS Wants Voice 
In Campus Planning 

Sir: 

In the Daily of January 25, 
the approval of the plans for 
the new Union has been ap- 
plauded. We too would like to 
congratulate Mr. Stuart Smith 
for the time and effort which 
he has devoted to this matter. 
However, we would like to ex- 
press our dissatisfaction for the 
irresponsible and amateurish 
manner that has characterised 
the realization of these plans. 

It is our opinion that it is 
beyond thé ability of inexperi- 
enced and untrained persons to 
be solely responsible for such 
an architectural undertaking. 
Further, the highly professional 
advice of, for instance, the staff 
of the School of Architecture, 
should have been sought in 
selecting the architects and in 
any subsequent decision of im- 
portance. The Architectural 
Undergraduate Society has re- 
quested the S.E.C. several times 
to include a suitably qualified 
student of Architecture in the 
Union committee. These re- 
quests have been ignored. . 

A committee of layman stu- 
dents can judge if the various 
basic requirements are met but 
they are being presumptuous if 
they consider themselves cap- 
able of evaluating Interior 
spaces, circulation, and especial- 
ly general aesthetics. 

We would like to note, in con- 
clusion, that whilst universities 
of the world of McGlU's calibre 
are expanding with examples of 
the finest' architecture the buil- 
dings of the last decade arc 
nothing to be proud of. At one 
time the buildings of this uni- 
versity were internationally 
famous. 

From the way this project 
has been handled we expect the 
efforts and dreams of the stu- 
dents of thirty years to end in 
a monstrous disappointment.
